WASHINGTON, D cember 12 —The senate on 
the couclusivn of its morning business, the 
resolution which Mr. Beck offered yesterday, 
was taken up, calllog on. the secretary of the 
treasury fer exact intormation regarding the 
sinking fund, and Mr. Beck addressed the 
senate in regard to it, contending that there 
is n0 need wt so large a yeavly appropriation 
as fifty milion doliars for the sinking fund, 
as recomimended by the secretary of the 
treasury. 

After debate on Mr. Beck’s resolution, it 
was agreed to. Mr, Wilson then called up 
his julnt resolution proposing a constitu- 
tional amendment relating to civil rights, 
| and addressed the senate upon it. When he 
had completed bis remarks the senate went 
into executive session and sbortly afterwards 
adjourned,

A Husband Seeking a Divorce Uhlorotorms His Wife 
and Secures two Kings. 

ALBANY, New York., December 12.—A curi- 
ous case of rubbery is reporced act Bath-on- 
the Hudson, opposite this city. About 1 o'clock 
yesterddy morning Mrs. Mary E. Whitney, 
who has been living apart from her husband 
for the last six nfonths, was startled from her 
sleep by the consciousness that 
there was an intruder in her 
bedchamber. Over her stood her husband 
who, having effected au entrance to the apuart- 
ment, had -used chloroform to produce deep 
somuoience, and forcibly removed two rings 
which she wore on her fiogers from her grasp 
Tnen she aroused herself to the situation, 
and a short straggle ensued with the man, 
who attempted to blind her with cayenne 
pepper, which he threw in her face. Fortu- 
nately she avuided this by turning her head 
from bim, but was so overpowed by the ef 
fects of the chloroform that to resist the force 
he used to wrest the rings from her was una- 
vailing. Although dragged from her bed in 
which she was sleeping, she was able to make 
no outery that was heard by the other in- 
mates of the house untiljafter her assailant bad 
fed .Soon after she was discovered lying ou 
the floor, still suffering from the effects ot the 
excitement, the drug, and the strain on her 
physical powers, Tne husband is seeking a 
divorce from Mrs. Waitney on the ground 
that she married him under a false name. 
The rings, it is alleged, contain evidence 
favorable to the wife, asdo alsotwo letters 
which Whitney stole from a bureau drawer 
before he chloroformed his wife.

Ifour manufactur- 
ers should be unable tosupply the demand 
the buyers would by using the foreign mate 
rial be compelled to pay $6 more than was 
necessary. In revising the tariff let it be dis- 
tributed in a manner that ail trade will be 
equally benefited, and not make a reduction 
here and an increase there in order to benefit 
one trade in particular and atthe same time 
injure another. 

‘fhere isasurplus of revenue. The gov- 
ernment collects more than it bas use for and 
there should be a reduction. But how and 
where I am not prepared to say untill have 
canvassed the whole field.”’ 

‘What do you think of Mr. Carlisle’s 
tion?’ asked the reporter.

‘Do you believe that the tariff question 
will have an effect upon the presidenual con- 
test?’ 

‘‘[ most certainly do. Men have been sent 
to Washington forthe purpose of urging a 
tariff reform, and they cannot afford to neg 
lect their duty. The tariff bluuders must be 
corrected, Ifthe democrats turn their backs 
to it they will be defeated—and they deserve 
to be defeated. It is a question of the utmost 
importance, and itwili not do to wait until 
times are dull and then institute a reform, 
but it must be done now while business is 
prosperous, and when it will do the most

THE REPUBLICANS, 


The National Conventien Oalied to Meet in Chicago 
n the third of June. 


WASHINGTON, December 12.—The republi- 
can committee met at Arlington to-day. D. 
W. Sabin, of Minnesota, was elected perma- 
nent chairman, June the third was selected 
as the date fer holding the national conven- 
tion, and Chicago was selected on the fourth 
ballot as the place for holding the conven- 
tion. Mr. Frye, of Maine, then submitted 
his proposition for a new basis of representa- 
lion at the next national convention, aiready 
published, and supported it in @ speech. 
Mr, Frye guuted statistics Lo 
show that the representation from 
southern states, which were anti-republican, 
was nearly as large as that from tne states 
which were surely republican, and agrued 
that his proposition was in the interest of ao- 
solute justice. He did not wish to be under- 
stood as being antagonistic to the repubiicans 
in southern states. He did not believe in in- 
timidating the suuth, and if be had had his 
way, it would not have existed. While in 
cougress he had put his soul into the task of 
maintaining the southera republi- 
cans in their rights, and he 
wished to say to the fepresentatives from 
the south that he had never truckled to the 
bourbons He had never melted down his 
words. He had called murder, murder every- 
where, andno man could charge him with 
forgetfulness of the rights of any one. The 
proposition was finally laid over temporarily. 

A HEATED DEBATE. 

At the evening sessiva, Mr. Frye’s proposi- 
tion again came up, anda long and heated 
debate followed. Mr. Hicks, of Florida, had 
raised a point of érder,his grounds being that 
the proposition had been in principle dis- 
cussed, voted on and negatived in January 
last. The chair declined to rule on the 
point of order, and declared the matter open 
for debate. After a long ranning discussion 
of the point of order, Mr. Chandier aduressed 
himself to the merits of ‘the proposition, 
which he claimed was sustained . by 
the sentiment of strongrepublican communl- 
ties, from which the republican party got the 
votes to electapresident. That sentiment 
was in favur, not of taking representation 
from the southern states, but of giving addi- 
tional representation. to the norchero states. 
That was the sentiment which the committee 
could not afford to despise or rule downoona 
point of order. It was a sentiment which 
could not be buried out of sigot, but wuich 
should be met fairly and squarely by the vol- 
untary action of the southern members of the 
committee, 

Mr. Bradly, of Kentucky, argued that the 
matter had passed from the control of the 
committee, and then proceeding to the con- 
sideration of the merits of the resolution he 
complained that tne republicaas of the souto 
werc ‘aunted for giving nw electoral votes. If 
the peopie,ot the south could go to the polls 
and yote as the people of the nurth 
could, they would give the electoral vutes.

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ALONG TRe BRITISH COASTS. 


Violent Gales tn which Much Property Is Destroyed 
and Many Lives Lost. eae 

Lonpon, December 12.—Violeut gales pre- 
vailed throughout Engiand,[reland and Scot- 
land last evening,causing much damage in Lon- 
don and the providences. At Wolverhampton, 
the exhibition building, which was only par- 
tially completed, was destroyed by the storm 
The gale was accoaipanied on the coast by 
heavy seas. The telegraph lines are much 
damaged, and communication is seriously in- 
terrupted. The gale was especially severe in 
lreland, Scotland and north Wales. in the 
midiand counties of England, huge trees 
were torn up and carried away, and there 
was great destruction of property and person- 
alipjury. There was also some loss of life 
in that section. The low lying 
districts of Bingham are tlood 
ed. At Derby the root and 
the chancel of the church of St. Chad were 
demolished. The Congregational church at 
that place was also damaged. Many huge 
chimney shafts were demolished at Man- 
chester, Leedsburg, Pudsey, Stamford and 
Leicester. A large gas holder near Bradford 
was capsized, and two large chemical works 
at Widoes were damaged. Fears are enter 
tained regarding the safety of the channel 
steamers A ship was sunk atthe entrance 
to Albert dock. At Leicester the carriage 
works were destroyed. At Burken head 
yreat damage was done. Thechief ofticer of 
the steamer which had just arrived from 
Glasgow was blowu upon the pier and killed. 
In Liverpool the cabs were overturned and 
many buildings damaged. At Lincoln the 
parapet of the towerof the cathedral was 
blown down. 

A ship was blown from its moorings in 
Belfast, Ireland. In the harbor at South 
Snuields vessels broke adrift in the harbor. 
The British ship Liverpool, from Quebec, for 
isreencek, isa total wreck mear Scraneraer, 
Scotland. Of a crew of 21, only one man and 
one boy were saved. Theship has gone to 
pieces and the cargo is washing ashore. A 
portion of the town of ’ortsmou th is flooded 
Nearly all the chimney stacks in Hull 
were overthrown, Two persons were 
killed there, and several injured. 
At Birmingham two persons were killed and 
a number of others were injured. Three per- 
sons were killed at Manchescer by the tall- 
ing of a house.

Havana, December 12 —The 
which arriyed to-day 
news: 

St. Thomas, December 7.—A_ Cispatch stat- 
ing tnat the Haytian steamer Dissolines had 
sunk the revolutionist steamer La Patrie, was 
based on a dispatch from President Soloman, 
of Hayti, to the Haytian consul at St. Thomas. 
The report proved to be untrue. On the 17th 
ultimo, the Dissolines captured the schooner 
Dareless, from Kingston for Jacmel, with an 
assorted cargoof provisions for the insurgents 
Of eight men found on board five 
were shot. The names of those shot 
are Arthur Allen, Edward Williams, 
Aurelius Noel, Petiet Jeanci, and Alfred Nel 
son. The British war ship Mallard, which 
arrived at Port-au-Prince, on the 17th ult., re 
ports that she witnessed, on the 16th, an en- 
vagement between the government troops on 
shore and the insurgent steamer La Patrie 
The steamer was lyingin the roadstead, shell 
ing the troops with aone hundred pound cap- 
nuu, causing considerable destruction. The 
shots from the troops fell short of the steam- 
er. President Salomon, in a proclamatiou 
announces that Boyer Bazelois, rebel leader, 
who was wounded in the head on October 22, 
poisoned himself, dying at Mirogoane on the 
27th. The same proclamation says that the rey 
vlutionary committee at Jacmel is doomed to 
extinction,

It has been ascertained that the total 
number hasbeen 18, including four priests, 
four inerchants, a schol master and nine cit- 
izens, all of wham were taken red-handed. 
Several were executed for Shooting peasants, 
who refused to join the revolt. ; 

THE IRISH TRIALS. 

Dustin, December 12—In the court of 
queen’s bench to-day before Chief Justice 
May, thetrial of Robert Elliott and o hers 
on the charge of conspiracy to kill William 
Smythe, was resumed Dr. Boyd, counsel 
forthe prisoners, continued his argument. 
The defegse was an alibi. He complained 
that Mr, O’Brien, counsel for the crown, had 
in open courtcalled hima “damned cow- 
ard,’’ and challenged him to contradict it 
outside the court. Chief Justice May observ- 
ed that the language was scandalous and im- 
proper. O'Brien, after considerable alterca- 
lion, retracted the objectionable words. 

LORD TENNYSON. 

The queen of England has made Alfred 
Tennyson, the poet laureate, a baron. When 
it was rumored in England that Tennyson was 
to be raised to the peerage the announcement 
was received with some surprise, and it was 
suggested by certain newspapers that a seat 
in the house of lords was the least appropriate 
reward possible fora poet’s verses. Tennyson 
himself is quoted as having spoken somewhat 
scornfully of the lofty position held by a lord 
in his younger days, ‘but thank heaven,”’ he 
is reported as saying, ‘‘that is fast changing ”’ 
tHe seems to have changed his opinion, how- 
ever, siuce he has grown older. The title of 
baron isthe lowest grade of rank in the house 
of lords, and is the rank of nobility between 
a viscount and a baronet, 

AN AFRICAN CHIEF HANGED. 

DurBAN, December 12 —Chief Mompoer, 
who was convicted of treason by the Boers at 
Pretoria in September last, and sentenced to 
death, has been hanged, despite the assur- 
ances of President Kruger that the sentence 
should not be carried out until he had held a 
conference on the subject with Lord Derby, 
British colonial secretary.
